We are pleased to report that our audit of travel and temporary 
lodging allowance (TLA) vouchers paid by the accounting and f lnance 
officer (AFO) at 6950 Security Group for the period November 1 through 
30, 1973, disclosed no errors. 

Our prior letter dated Aprii. 23, 1971, coverrng the au&t of vouchers 
for the period October 1, 1969 through June 30, 1970, reported one error 
11? travel payments (error rate 0.8) and two errors for TLA payments 
(error rate 1.6). 

The frndLngs of our audit ulbcate that your controls for travel 
and TLA voucher payments are satisfactory. 

We also examl_ned the travel. vouchers of military members for accuracy 
of computation of delay en route chargeable as leave and for tunelLness 
of input of leave mformatlon to the members' centralized leave accounts. 
Of the 64 travel vouchers 111 our sample, 10 showed delay en route. Our 
examlnatlon of these 10 vouchers showed that all periods of leave were 
transmLtted for post- with the correct number of days. In the maJorlty 
of the cases the leave periods were entered on the Dally Transaction 
L1stqs on a timely basis after payment was made for the travel. 

We are f-sting the results of our au&t as a matter of mformat;lon 
for whatever action you consider appropriate.
